President Roosevelt disclosed to­

He spoke to a press conference 
of the necessity of avoiding com­ 
plete disintegration of the arnty 
and said that the burden was very 
definitely on congress.

these men is now limited to one 
y ear.

guardsmen be authorized to serve 
outside the western hemisphere, he 
replied in the negative. 
Senator Downey (D-Calif) pro­

Therefore, he told a press con­ 
ference, it is what he termed A B 
C stuff to keep open the sea lanes 
to Iceland. 
The orders, he said, 
aie to provide protection against 
attack or any threat of attack. 
And he added that no one in the 
room, including himself, could de­ 
fine threat of attack. 
Roosevelt discussed the Iceland 
situation m response to this ques­ 
tion : 
"What is being done to keep 
the st>a lanes to Iceland open? " 
He referred reporters to his mes­ 
sage to congress notify ing it that 
American forces had entered the 
island and said that message was 
perfectly ' definite and clear and 
nothing really need be said further.

cidents.
